SACRAMENTO, Aue, 23. — 
Figures on school enrollment in 
California compiled by Sam II. 
Cohn, assistant superintepdent of 
public ipstruction, and released 
today, show a substantial increase 
in total enrollments in kindergar- 
tem, elementary and secondary 
schools for the last vear. The total 
enroliment in all echdols, exclusive 
of the University of California and 
teachers’ colleges, was given at 
837.828. 

The figures show that 41,14! 
children attended the kindergarten 
schools,. 570.606 the elementary 
schools and 227.081 the secondary 
schools. During the year kinder- 
garten schools gained 3345, ele- 
mentary schools 27,015 and high 
schools 31,393. 

Los Angeles county shows the 
greatest gain. Alameda county, 
however, shows a loss, this being 
attributed by Cohn to the discon- 
tinuance of certain evening classes 
there.

GASOLINE OONSUMPTION 

California gasoline consumption 
during July was the largest in the 
history of the industry, it was 
shown yesterday by the California 
refinery statistics released by Earl 
C. Lane of the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines in San Franciaco. 
Motorists and Other gasoline users 
consumed a total of 65,684,330 
galions, compared to 63,914,389 
galions during June. Consumption 
during the first seven months of 
1922 was 313,302,427 gallons, a 
29 per cent increase over the cor- 
responding period of 1931. 

This heavy consumption, running 
far ahead of the refineries’ out- 
put, resulted in a further deple- 
ton in the gasoline stocks on 
hand in this State. Stocks on Au- 
gust 1 stood at 41,920,742 galions, 
compared to A 542 galions in 
storage on July 1, and 75,002,082 
gallons on Aug. 1, 1921.

TAG GAME 
IS MARVEL 


Firmament’s Prominent 
Figures Present Show 
Rarely Viewed 


The celestial silver sheet was the 


scene of one of the most brilliant 
entertainments staged in many 
hundreds of years last night. An 
all-star cast, consisting of the three 
brightest bodies in the nocturnal 
skies, appeared in a single ocular 
picture in the western heavens just 
after dusk. The phenomenon at- 


tracted the attention of thousands 
of people as they were leaving 
their homes to seek diversion at 
theaters and other places of en- 
tertainment, and temporarily an 
astronomica! occurrence was bally- 
hooed and four-sheeted far and 
wide by those who saw in the un- 
usual starry spectacle a portent of 
some fateful event. 

The actual phenomenon was 
what is technically known as a 
conjunction of the moon and the 
planets Jupiter and Venus, both 
of the latter being major planets. 
Venus was the brighter of the two 
stara, because of her proximity to 
the earth, while Jupiter is the gi- 
ant among the planets of the solar 
system. At approximately 7 
o'clock they were all in a straight 
line, the planet Jupiter seeming al- 
most to touch the upper cusp of 
the crescent moon. The planet 
Venus was apparently some dis- 

below. Actually, of course, 
because of their relative distances 
from the earth, which range into 
millions of miles, the three heav- 
enly bodies were far separated 
from one another.

Copenhagen Bishop 
Spiritual Awakening Like 
Wesleyan Move 
Churches Are Full Despite

awakening is abroad in Denmark

KOREAN IS LAZY 


— 2 


One Shovel Calls for a 

“Holder” and Two “Pullers.” 

Tt seems almost impossible to 
rouse in the Koreans any sort of 
ambition to do regular work; fer 
the centuries of suffering have 
wrought into their very being the 
idea that all extra effort is use- 
leas, and that to be thrifty is to in- 
vite trouble. 

A single illustration will serve to 
make clear the Korean laborer’s 
utter ignorance of the value of that 
modern invention, efficiency or the 
idea that time and labor expended 
should produce something like 
commensurate results. 

The writer remembers having 
seen, some ten or fifteen years ago, 
a kodak picture, taken by a friend, 
of a group of Koreans spading up 
a garden or field. An elderly man 
was holding the handle of the 
spade, while tome four or five or 
more younger men held ropes, 
which were tied to the handle just 
above the blade. 

The method of 
for the man who held the handle 


in the usual way; whereupon the 
others, by pviling on the ropes,

ENDING CHINA ° 

Looks as if Dr. Sun Yat-Sen would 
still be a big factor in pclishing China. 
Day by day rival forces seem to be draw- 
ing nearer to a program that can be car- 
ried out with some degree of harmony and 
without resort to arms. The problem will 
be to get rid of the tuchuns, or military 
governors.

OTE FOR THE SEWER BONDS 


At the primary election polls next 


handed small, separate ballots upon which 
will be printed two propositions. The sec- 
ond of these, providing for the construction 
of a modern and adequate sewage system 
for the city, is so vital to the further 
growth and progress of Los Angeles that 
it should receive the support and the vote 
of every good citizen. 

The present sewage situation is serious 
and, if no steps are taken immediately to 
relieve it, it bids fair to become intolerable. 
In addition to the grave menace to health 
from our present overfiowing manholes and 
raw sewage flowing open ditches there 
are more than 40,000 houses in Los Angeles 
that are without sewer service and that 
number is growing rapidly. This must be 
remedied or the city will receive a very 
serious setback. No one desires to live in 
a sewerless city. 

Confronted with this prospect, the City 
Council one yéar ago appointed a commis- 
sion of three sewage-disposal experts— 


aise George W. Fuller of New York, Prof. George 


C. Whipple of Harvard University, and Wil- 
liam Mulholland, chief engineer of the city's 
Bureau of Water Works and Supply and 
the builder of the Aqueduct—to study the 
situation in which Los Angeles found itself 
and report on what should be done. That 
commission unanimously reported that a 
new sewer to the sea, with additional lat- 
erals to reach into and serve all parts of 
the city, should be built at once, this new 
sewer and lateralis to have a capacity of 
250,000,000 gallons of sewage each day and 
thus to be of sufficient size to handle, with 
complete satisfaction, the sewage of a city 
of 2,500,000 people such as experts say Los 
Angeles will be thirty years from now. 
The bond issue to provide the sewer fa- 
cilities which the Special Sewage Disposal 
Commission and the City Engineer agreed 
must be provided was presented to the 
voters at the election one year ago. It 
fatied to carry, largely because of the fact 
that among those who realized that some- 
thing should be done there was division 
of opinion, one group supporting the Spe- 
clal Sewage Disposal Commission and the 
City Engineer, and a second group of equal- 
ly sincere citizens who believed that the 
problem could be solved by the construc- 
tion of plants at which the sewage could 
be treated and salvaged and then turned 
on to adjacent agricultural lands to be 
used as fertilizer and for irrigation. 
Winter came with its heavy rains. The 
overloaded sewers were unequal to the add- 
ed load. The southwest part of the city 
was the first to suffer. As more and more 
sewers overflowed, as more and more sew- 
age spouted from the manholes, the citi- 
zens of Los Angeles as a whole became 
awakened at last to the necessity for action. 
There still remained the opposition of 
those who admitted the fact, but disputed 
the soundness of the method of relief pro- 
posed. Here the Community Development 
Association, entered upon the scene and 
performed a worthy, disinterested, public 
service. A special committee of the asso- 
ciation was appointed, with the approval 
of the City Council, and this committee 
conducted a long, detailed, impartial inves- 


posal planned for Los Angeles and those 
in use in other cities. The association's 
first action was to declare that, under what- 
ever plan was adopted, the beaches must 
be kept clean. The committee then came 
unanimously to the op that, whatever 
utilization of the sewage kor fertilizer and 
for irrigation might be made in the 
future, a new sewer must be built. Provi- 
sion is made for a sewage-treatment plant 
to care for all our present ex flow and 
under the plans for the new sewer and its 
laterals ample provision will be made for 
tapping those sewers at various points and 
for building, if found desirable, as the re- 
sults of experiments to be conducted, of 


and its conversion into agricultural fertil- 
izer. 


To keep the beaches clean the sewage 


be finescreened at a plant on the city’s 
ocean frontage at Hyperion and the screen- 
ings will be dried and burned. The effluent 
will then pass through a pipe to be laid 
on the bed of the ocean and to extend sea- 
ward a distance one mile from shore, where 
the liquid will then be dispersed into the 
gpcean through a series of nozzles. This 
plan, all engineers agree, will keep the 
beaches absolutely clean. 

Following the publication of the report 
and indorsement of the Community Devel- 
opment Association the sewer bond issue 
which it recommended and which will be 
presented to the voters next Tuesday was 
given the united support of all civic and 
business organizations of the city. 

The present main outfall sewer was built 
in 1906 and 1907 and has a maximum ca- 
pacity of 59,000,000 gallons of sewage daily. 
The sewer was deemed ample to serve a 
maximum population of 500,000 people. 
About 620,000 persons out of a total esti- 
mated present population of more than 
750,000 are now being given service by the 
sewer system. With the main sewer hav- 
ing a maximum daily capacity of but 58,- 
000,000 gallons of sewage and the maximum 
flow now reaching daily a total in the mid- 
dle of the day of 70,000,000 of gallons, some- 
thing ie bound to happen. It does. The 
sewage comes out of the tops of the man- 
holes and overfiows in the streets and this 
situation will grow worse until relief is 
provided. The City Council has already 
advanced from the depleted reserve fund 
$500,000 to the City Engineer. who is work- 
ing night and day on a temporary wooden 
sewer to Culver City. This should be com- 
pleted before the winter rains and will give 
some relief during the time that the perma- 
nent sewer improvements to be built under 
the bond issue are being constructed. The 
sewage from the southwest part of the city 
will be turned into the temporary wooden 
pipe line, treated and clarified at the plant 
near Culver City and then turned without 
nuisance into Buallona Creek. 

The Times urges all good citizens to 
vote “Yes” on the sewer bond issue at the 
election Tuesday.

Furthermore, 
France is forced to the clear realization 
that England's highest interest at the 
ent time is to keep Germany out of an al- 
liance with a renegade and dangerous Rus- 
sia. For this and for other reasons that 
relate to the control of certain crucial 
strategic positions France realizes that the 
conditions that brought about the Entente 
Cordiale have passed. In the event of an- 
other war with Germany she might be able 
to rely upon England's help—and she might 


She is forced to remember that, in Ger- 
many’s many wars, England has sometimes 
been on one side, sometimes on the other. 

At any rate, in all sanity, France knows 
that, in the event of another war with Ger- 
many, she must be prepared to play a lone 
hand. 

And in playing this lone band her black 
troops must be her trump cards. With a 
falling birth rate she can no longer depend 
upon an army of soldiers from the home 
land. She must make heavy drafts upon 
her black ¢olonies in Africa. 

That was no doubt what France had in 
mind when she flew in the face of world 
opinion and sent her black troops into the 
occupied areas of Germany after tho armt- 
stice. Of all nations in the war France 
best undorstands the value of theatrical 
display. So great a value did she place 
upon the importance of allowing French 
troops to be the first to re-enter the re 
captured Sedan that a French officer threat- 
ened to fire on an American regiment about 
to take over the town.

There was something for the new 
cotton growers of Southern Calt- 
fornia to think about. In the South 
the plan was regarded as so vital 
to that section's prosperity that 
a delegation of leading financiers 
and planters went to England and 
then to Egypt to get first-hand in- 
formation on the matter. 


Then a strange, lean personage 
rose up in Egypt and threatened 
all of England's plans, playing un- 
consciously into the hands of the 
cotton men in America. Saad 
Zaghlul Pasha is another of those 
orientals whom the British have 
been foolhardy enough to educate. 
He was for a time Minister of Ed- 
ucation under British rule and in 
that capacity made himself known 
and also learned much about En- 
glish methods and culture. 

Like Gandhi in India, Zaghlul 
employed all the devices which he 
had learned from the white man, 
but in such a way as to break the 
white man's sway. He was chased 
out of Egypt, only to continue his 
propaganda from Paris. Slipping 
back into Egypt, he played upon 
the discontent resulting from after- 
war conditions and stirted up the 
fellaheen. England became nerv- 
ous. Independence was promised. 
Zaghlul and the other outcasts be- 
came bolder. They insisted upon 
“complete independence“

We are often asked where home- 
made bread can be bought and 
the reply is always the same, we 
do not know of anyone making 
bread at home that will compare 
with the product of the large bak- 
ertes, who spend thousands of dol- 
lars every year to perfect a whole- 
some loaf and to improve the sani- 
tary arrangements of the plants. 
Bread making in the home has al- 
ways been a matter of luck, some- 
times the bread was good, but the 
most of it was soggy. either under- 
baked or burned, while the bread 
made by the commercial baker is 
always of an even texture and con- 
tains all the goodness of the wheat 
combined with pure shortening, 
milk, sugar, salt and yeast, thor- 
oughly baked, so that it makes one 
of the most nourishing and cheap- 
est of foods. Bread supplied by 
the wholesale bakers is never 
touched by the hands of the work- 
mer, all mixing, weighing, molding 
and baking is done by machinery, 
and the finished product is placed 
in dust and moisture-proof wrap- 
pers by a wrapping machine. The 
bread makers of today are highly 
trained men, educated in special 
school which teach the chem- 
istry of foods and the technology 
of bread making. There is no in- 
dustry in this country that has 
made the rapid strides that has 
been made by the bread baking 
industry. It ranked ninth in 1919, 
with products valued at $1,500,- 
proof that the 
housekeeper appreciates the fact 
that the commercial baker can 
make a better loaf of bread than 
she can at a much lower cost.

This wine is undrinkable 
as it is mixed with salt, pepper and 
spices, and is used in very smal) 
amounts to flavor sauces, Newburg, 
Bordelaise and other dishes that 
require the flavor of wines or 
liquors to make them perfect. 
These can not be purchased on 
this coast. For the Scotch short 
bread beat to a Cream one and 
a half cups of butter and three- 
quarters of a cup of sugar, when 
the butter and sugar is smooth 
and light, werk in with the hands 
four cups of sifted flour.

Cool and 
cut in squares. 


CABINET PUDDING 


Cover the bottom of a well but- 
tered mold with equal parts of 
finely chopped candied orange peel 
and dried figs; cover the fruit with 
a layer of sliced sponge cake and 
fill the mold with alternate layers 
of fruit and cake, Piace in a 
double boiler two cups of milk 
mixed with the slightly beaten 
yolks of three eggs, six table- 
spoons of sugar and half a cup & 
strained orange julce, stir until 
smooth, pour the custard slowly 
into the mold so that the cake will 
be thoroughly soaked. Set the 
mold in a pan of hot water and 
bake in a slow oven thirty min- 
utes. Unmold on a hot plate and 
pour around a custard orange 
sauce. 


POTATO PANCAKES 


I. M. H., Santa Ana, requests a 
recipe for potato pancakes made 
with grated raw potatoes and in- 
structions for bolling corn that 
will insure its being sweet and 
tender.

The eubject is of course too 
large to cover in a single article, 
but the principles are simple and 
canbe given. 

In the first place, digestion be- 
gins in the mouth. 

The teeth grind and distribute 
the particles of food so as to guard 
against burdening the digestive 
tract with large pieces of food 
which could not be penetrated by 
the digestive juices. 

While this grinding is going on 
the food is beng mixed with the 
saliva, which is the first of 
digestive fluids. This mixing pre- 
pares it for the stomach 

Next come the agents which split 
up the foods eaten into their differ- 
ent parts. The proteins, the starches 
and the fats are all acted on, each 
by the proper agent and in the 
proper place. 

Some simple rules to remember 
are: 

1—If the teeth are in good con- 
dition, eat foods that require chew- 
ing. This mixes the food with sa-

B—<Avoid heavy or “sogsy” 
bread or other -food that will not

2—While in the stomach the 
food requires a good supply of gas- 
tric juice. 

N. B.—One way to avoid indi- 
gestion” at this point is to eat at 
absolutely regular intervals. Avoid 
as far as possible all nervous fa- 
tigue. If obliged to eat when nerv- 
ously tired or depressed or chilled 
or angry, eat something warm and 
“light,” such as soup or cocoa, a
